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City Will Enjoy Substantial Saving 
on Cost of Pumped Water 
Under New Schedule 


About fifty residents of Canyon 
Park met with members of the Civic 
Assn., last night in the pretty tea 
garden at Canyon Store to discuss 
street improvements and other prob¬ 
lems. Henry Lannan presided and in¬ 
troduced City Engineer Gierlich, who 
explained modes of procedure in street 
improvement. The necessary prelim¬ 
inaries would take so much time that 
at least five months must pass before 
improvements could be completed. 
Street Superintendent Udell said he 
had already begun temporary repairs 
on some of the worst places in the 
roads recently taken over by the city. 
Trustee Richards said he would be 
Rlad to see more thorough repairs 
made, pending permanent improve¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Bailey of the Monrovia com¬ 
munity orchestra announced that he 
proposed to bring a section of the or¬ 
chestra to the Canyon for a series of 
high class Sunday afternoon concerts. 

Just as the discussion of the street 
work was well underway, announce¬ 
ment was made of the death of Presi¬ 
dent Harding. The assembly was 
fairly stunned. Upon motion of Mr. 
Hutchinson immediate adjournment 
was votes! out of respect to the presi¬ 
dent’s memory. 


Monthly Meeting Offers Many Fea 
tures of Interest at the Woman’s 
Club House 


Savings of from $2,000 to $2,600 to 
the city in the cost of pumping water 
will res-ult from changing the city 
city pumping plant to the P-1 schedule 
oi the Southern California Edison 
company. Agreement to this effect 
was reached at the meeting of the city 
trustees on Monday night when they 
convened as committee of the whole 
to consider water problems. 

District Agent Fred Schwartz was 
present and said the new schedule 
would be made effective as of May 1, 
H)2d. This will involve repayment to 
the city of the excess amount paid 
above the P-1 schedule. The estimate 
of savings is based on annual power 
consumption for pumping purposes. 

Consideration was also given to the 
installation of natural gas engines. 
While it was shown there would be a 
considerable saving in fuel, the initial 
investment required to effect the 
change was felt by the trustees to be 
too high. It was also agreed by Mr. 
Schwartz to put in transformers of 
sufficient capacity so all pumps can 
be operated at the same time, without 
increasing the stand-by charge. 

Bond Issue Considered 

Various measures to provide better 
service in territory now served and to 
afford water to many districts which 
pay city taxes and receive no city wa¬ 
ter were discussed. 

Chairman Mitchell, Superintendent 
Henderson and the trustees agreed 
that the only way to provide these 
things is through a bond issue. Su¬ 
perintendent Henderson submitted a 
list of recommendations, estimated 
to cost from $65,000 to $70,000, as fol¬ 
lows : 

24,000 ft. 4-in. pipe on streets that 
have no mains. 

1800 ft. of 8-in. and 800 ft. of 10-in. 
to carry a greater amount of gravity 
water to our reservoir instead of al¬ 
lowing it to run down the creek. 

2400 ft. of 6-in. to run from our 
west reservoir to proposed new reser¬ 
voir. 

To increase Mira Monte reservoir 
at foot of Mt. Wilson Trail, which is 
our main distributing reservoir, with 
a present capacity of 460,000 gallons, 
or enough to last five hours to 1,500,- 
000 gallons. 

Build a 8,000,000 gallon reservoir to 
catch mountain water high enough to 
give better service to consumers above 
our gravity line which are now often 
out entirely. 

To put 4-in. pipe line and fire pro¬ 
tection in the main roads in Sierra 
Madre Canyon, that now run across 
lots with poor service. 

To build tire proof building at our 
Central avenue pumping plant to pro¬ 
tect about $15,000 investments in 
pumps, motors and transformers. We 
now have a tumble down building 
with a tar paper roof. 

To build a small bungalow at plant 
for operator of plant, cutting down ex¬ 
penses of operating same. 

These things were discussed at 
some length ami were taken under 
advisement. 

Secretary Lannan of the Civic as- 
sociatino said he was authorized by 
R. B. Wilson to say that the purchase 
of the Hastings ranch by a syndicate 
had been effected and wished the trus¬ 
tees to consider the matter of annex¬ 
ing this territory and what could In- 
offered as an incentive to that terri¬ 
tory to come into the city.

Sale of the property variously 
known as El Reposo, Mt. Tara 
Springs, the P. T. Reid ranch, and the 
Snyder Sanitarium was announced on 
Monday, the purchaser being Henry 
W. Lannan of Sierra Madre. The 
consideration has been variously re¬ 
ported as front $70,000 to $90,000. 
The tract consists of 105 acres. 

Mr. Lannan said, when questioned 
regarding the purchase, that he was 
acting in behalf of a citizen of Sierra 
Madre who had been interested in se¬ 
curing the passage of the zoning or¬ 
dinance to restrict the operation of 
satitariums to a small section in the 
northeast part of tow'll. There being 
some doubt as to the effect of the or¬ 
dinance on the Snyder Santiarium 
which was in operation before passage 
of the zoning ordinance, the transfer 
of the property will settle the matter 
so far as this particular tract is con¬ 
cerned. 

The sale was effected through the 
agency of George A. Oswald, the 
property being sold by Dean Perkins, 
George M. Anderson, and Dr. O. H. 
Snyder who have been operating the 
Snyder Sanitarium there for the past 
three months. They purchased the 
equity formerly held by John Windsor, 
the principal owner being Lyman J. 
Gage, formerly secretary of the treas¬ 
ury. It is the purpose of the pres¬ 
ent purchaser to buy the whole prop¬ 
erty outright. 

This tract was owned for many 
years by Palmer T. Reid who operated 
a hotel there. Later it was purchased 
by Messrs. Marschutz, Manning and 
others and known as El Reposo Sani¬ 
tarium. Mr. Gage held a large mort¬ 
gage on the property and became the 
prinicipal owner. A few years ago 
John Windsor, once a claimant to the 
throne of England, bought an option 
or equity in the property and during 
his tenancy the old main building was 
destroyed by fire. The only improve¬ 
ments now on the place are a large 
residence and a number of screen cot¬ 
tages, making it readily available for 
subdivision or other improvement. Of 
the 105 acres about 60 acres are suit¬ 
able for building purposes, the re¬ 
mainder lying high on the mountain 
side.

Augmenting the energy distributed 
on the Edison system the million dol¬ 
lar terminal of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison company, known as the 
new Laguna Bell substation in the 
southeastern suburb of Los Angeles, 
went into service this morning, ac¬ 
cording to a message received by 
District Manager Fred Schwartz, 
from R. H. Ballard, vice-president and 
general manager. 

This station in conjunction with the 
Eagle Rock substation will be to 
the southern counties served by the 
Southern California Edison company 
what the Vestal station, near Porter¬ 
ville, is to the San Joaquin valley. It 
is the largest on the Pacific coast and 
is tiie first station in California con¬ 
structed for operating at 220,000 volts 
and is the second step in making 
available on the Edison territory addi¬ 
tional energy to be transmitted over 
the Big Creek lines. By reason of their 
diversion to the higher voltage, it will 
bear the 125,000 horsepower of new 
electric, energy which comes on to 
Edison lines this year from the con¬ 
struction of the largest hydro-electric 
power house west of Niagara Falls 
and 88 per cent additional generator 
capacity to the first power house on 
the Big Creek-Sail Joaquin project. 

Describing the features of the new 
l aguna Bell station to the Sierra 
Mudre-Monroviu district, the district 
manager said: 

“Located as it is in the center of 
the main transmission system supply¬ 
ing the territory between Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and San Bernardino, from 
which distributing lines diverge, this 
-tation with a capacity to deliver 160,- 
000 horsepower to the various points 
in this area will greatly augment the 
service rendered and provide for a 
large increase in he amount of busi¬ 
ness possible to be supplied. 

"The most advanced ideas of out¬ 
door construction both for the 220,000 
and 60,000 volts have been designed 
for this substation. Tiie entire 
equipment is outdoors except the 
large condenser required for regula¬ 
tion of the lines of the 220,000 volt 
line and the switchboard equipment. 
This equipment is housed in a build¬ 
ing, one hundred thirteen feet by 
seventy-six feet by fifty-two feet high 
of concrete construction. It is situat¬ 
ed in a tract 27 acres in area which 
gives adequate room for additional 
equipment as needed to keep pace 
with this rapidly growing territory. 
Work on the stution has been carried 
on since June, 1922, giving employ¬ 
ment to 272 men who have been tak¬ 
en care of by camp facilities at the 
substation site. 

“In terms of increased community 
benefits the output of this stations 
will make possible the irrigation of 
196,(MR) acres of land, and supply the 
motive power for 1,000 factories and 
will make possible domestic service to 
60,000 homes.” 


HASTINGS RANCH SALE 

SAID TO BE NEAR 


THINGS ARE MOVING 

Impending sale of the Hastings 
ranch is believed to be another omen 
ol the greatest period of uctivity and 
development Sierra Madre has ever 
seen. Subdividers have long looked at 
that property with eager eyes, but 
never before has it been found avail¬ 
able. The time was not ripe. Appar¬ 
ently the time has now come and this 
vast area which is logically a part of 
the Sierra Madre terrain will become 
a part with us. 

It is gratifying to know the inter¬ 
ests who propose to subdivide this 
beautiful property are favorably dis¬ 
posed to annexation. Their problems 
are the same as ours. It is a mutual 
benefit proposition. We can work out 
our common problems better together 
than alone. Furthermore, the whole 
foothill area should be considered in 
a comprehensive development plan. 

Heretofore the News has advocated 
the hiring of a city planning expert 
for Sierra Madre. If the Hastings 
ranch is to be subdivided, anti 
especially if it is to be annexed, the 
services o f such an expert become 
increasingly important. 


Reports concerning the sale of tiie 
Hastings ranch appear to be some¬ 
what premature, although it is known 
that negotiations have been in pro¬ 
gress for some time. It is reported 
from a reliable source that a definite 
conclusion will be reached in a few 
days. 

The buyers propose to acquire all 
that portion of the ranch lying south 
of the orchard near the house. This 
would include all the vineyard as well 
as the pasture land lying along the 
Foothill boulevard and Glen avenue, 
about 1,000 acres in all. It is said 
their disposition is to annex the ter¬ 
ritory to Sierra Madre. In any event 
the way would be opened for through 
highways across the ranch, as the 
lund is to be subdivided if sold. 

Another Deal Pending 

Negotiations are also said to be un¬ 
der way for the 9'ii-acre tract west of 
Sunnyside avenue, between Highland 
and Grand View, belonging to Mrs. 
O. R. Beers. Questions of terms and 
restrictions are said to be holding up 
the transfer.

Early visitors to Yosemite valley 
sought to ascribe its origin to one 
great convulsion of Nature. Others, 
foremost among whom was John 
Muir, thought that this great gorge 
and all the other canyons of the Sier¬ 
ra were carved solely by great gla 
dors. 

The studies of Francois E. Matthes 
of the United States Geological Sur¬ 
vey during the past decade have dem¬ 
onstrated the fact that the story of 
Yosemite’s glaciers is but the last 
chapter in its Book of Genesis. These 
glaciers occupied the valley during the 
last quarter of a million year- and 
left it in very nearly its present form 
about twenty thousand years ago. 

l’rior to this cold period the Merced 
river had been working for some fifty 
million years steadily carving its can¬ 
yon until it iinally had readied a 
depth of 2,400 feet measured from the 
rim of El Capitan and about 2,000 
feet measured from Glacier Point. 

The glaciers, then, deepened Yosem-

7,000,000 was produced eight months 
after the C,000,000th motor passed off 
the assembly line, which was on May 
18, 1022, and nearly a year before 
that date, May 28, 1921, the 6,000,- 
000th motor was turned out. 

It was in 1916 when Ford Motor 
No. 1,000,000 was produced and under 
the steadily growing demand for Ford 
cars and trucks production lias been 
mounting yearly and- maintaining an 
annual output approximating that of 
all other automobile manufacturers 
combined. 


The Ford Motor company is now on 
its way toward the 9,000,000th motor, 
it became known today, when it was 
announced that Motor No. 8,000,000 
went off the assembly line at the 
Highland Park plant Wednesday 
night, July 11, establishing a new mil¬ 
lion production record. 

Motor No. 7,000,000 was turned out 
January 17 of this year, so the com¬ 
pany produced the last, million motors 
in six days less than six months. 

Production at th e start of that per¬ 
iod was around 4,800 motors a day and 
on the increasing schedule in effect 
has been brought up to more than 
7,000. The average for the period 
was slightly above 6,711 a day for th e

days must have been colorful and 
pleasant. The ranch afforded choice 
meats from herds of blooded stock, 
[vegetables, fruits in endless varieties, 
wines and liquors pressed from 
grapes, apricot and peach. The group 
of ranch houses, beautifully built and 
set in tropical gardens of rare beauty, 
formed a village that was the center 
of its own little world, with wide fields 
stretching away as far as the eve 
could reach, all under one manage- 
j ment and owned and dominated by 
one man. 

Personal Appearance 

The Lucky Baldwin of Santa Anita 
Rancho, hero of unnumbered stories 
of the young days, ought to have been 
a two-fisted, swashbuckling giant, a 
sort of Americanized Don with breezy 
manners and boisterous good fellow¬ 
ship. He was not like that at all. I 
1 ?member seeing him in Monrovia a 
year or so ugo before his death, a 
slight, neat man, wearing sober, dark 
clothes and a linen duster; his face 
wrinkled and very much tanned, with 
keen, restless eyes. On that occasion 
he was driving a fine pair of bays 
hitched to u light buggy, and he sat 
watching the horses with evident 
pleasure while the man who was with 
him transuded some business. 

Lucky Baldwin loved blooded live¬ 
stock, and especially fine horses, rac¬ 
ing tireeds. In 1876 his Emperor Nor¬ 
folk won the American Derby and the 
purse of $60,000, and nearly 30 years 
later El Rey Santa Anita, who had 
won the American Derby in Chicago 
in 1893, took first honors at, 
the race track where Rose Field 
frt.w stands. The owner of Santa 
Anita, whose love for racing led him 
to build one of the most beautiful 
and elaborate tracks in the country, 
died during the racing season. On the 
afternoon of Lucky Baldwin’s funeral 
the bugle called the horses to the post 
with its usual gay flourish; the suck¬ 
ers plunged on long shots, the jockeys 
rode crooked or straight, as orders or 
inclination prompted, and the book-: 

inkers raked in the dollars. No one | 
paused to consider the passing of the 
King of Sunta Anita; all were intent 
on the racing, which would probably- 
have suited him us well.

Drivers Should Acqua.ut Themselves 
With the New Regulations 
Effective September 1.

Third Article Shows How Credit 
Test Would Fail Him in 
His Need. 


Only a few days more than a month 
remain before the provisions of the 
new motor vehicle act go into effect, 
governing the operation of motor cars 
in California. 

Motorists should make every effort 
say officials of Auto Club of South¬ 
ern California, to acquaint themselves 
with such provisions as mean a radi¬ 
cal change over the law which gov¬ 
erned motoring last year. 

As an instance of some of the 
things all should learn before Septem¬ 
ber 1, when the act becomes effective, 
is the fact that hand signals indicat¬ 
ing a turn can be given only from the 
left-hand side of the car in the future. 

If motorists are operating a car 
which has the steering wheel on the 
right-hand side, it is probable that 
some provision will have to be made 
for adequate signaling from the left- 
hand side. But it is pointed out that 
the majority of cars nowadays are 
left-hand drives. 

It is indicated that under the new- 
motor vehicle act more rigid enforce¬ 
ment of the correct hand signals will 
be noticed. 

Another most imprtant provision is 
that in which it is pointed out that all 
vehicles must keep on the right hand 
side of the road while traveling—and 
in addition to this, they must keep on 
the right-hand side of the right-hand 
side of the road. 

Previously it has been the rule, 
points out the auto club, that slow- 
moving vehicles must keep to the 
right of the right-hand side, but under 
the new act, every vehicle, either slow 
or fast, must—whenever practicable— 
keep well over toward the right. 

This is excepting, of cours e when 
it is necessary to pass another vehicle 
or to turn out for some obstructin. It 
is very possible, and even probable 
that a number of arrests will take 
place under the new law, of the “hog¬ 
gish” type of motorist, who proceeds 
down the middle of the street or road 
and will not move over to the right to 
allow other vehicles to pass. This will 
have a very good effect in the moun-| 
tains where it is necessary to pass, but 
where many bull-headed motorists re¬ 
fuse to move over and let the more 
rapid machine go by.

The unfairness to tho fsrmer of 
the Edlson-Eord "commodity money” 
scheme, although ostensibly aimed to 
improve his economic poslUon, Is dis¬ 
cussed In the present article, which 
is the third In a series prepared by the 
American Bankers Association, re 
viewing the exposure of the weak¬ 
nesses of the plan as presented by 
William T. Foster, Director of the 
Pollack Foundation for Economic Re¬ 
search. 

Briefly, the plan, sponsored by Thom¬ 
as Edison and Henry Ford, would pro 
vide for Government warehousing of 
basic commodities, against which cur 
rency would be loaned, during storage, 
to the producer without Interest, up to 
half the average value of the prod 
ucts for the previous twenty-five 
years. On the other half of the value 
the producer would receive certifi¬ 
cates which he could sell or use for 
bank loans. 

Restricted Credit 

In that provision allowing for Gov¬ 
ernment loans only up to half the 
average value for twenty-five years 
Mr. Foster finds particular weakness 
In the scheme. He points out that 
prices have risen so high since 1896 
that the fanner could borrow on most 
products much less than half the pres 
ent value of the products—much less, 
In fact, than he could borrow directly 
from the banks. Loans on the other 
half the value, which would be on 
virtually a second mortgage basis, be 
says, would not be desirable tor the 
banks. 

"The plan la not fair even to farm¬ 
ers; It involves unjust discrimina¬ 
tion,” Mr. Foster says. "The Edison 
plan fixes the loan values of all prod¬ 
ucts absolutely, uniformly and arbi¬ 
trarily. It Ignores the relative pros¬ 
pects of different commodity markets. 
Only by the merest chance would such 
a method give a fair loan valuation. 
Fifty per cent of the average price 
for the previous twenty-five years 
would be too high for some commodi¬ 
ties and too low for most of them. 
With such details the Edison plan la 
not concerned. 

Banka Fairer to Farmers 

“The general practice of the banks 
la not only fairer to farmers, but It Is 
sounder business. There Is no justi¬ 
fication for basing the loan value of 
anything upon average prices In past 
years. Sound banking practice looks 
to the future. A bank—for the pro¬ 
tection of Its depositors, if for no 
other reason—must consider above 
everything the prospects of getting 
Its money back. And a farmer's pros¬ 
pects of repaying a loan from the sale 
of his product depend entirely on fu¬ 
ture prices, not at all on past prices. 
Last year’s runs do not count In this 
year's .game." 

As to the claim that the Edison 
plan would curb speculation In farm 
products, Mr. Foster says: 

"There Is nothing In the Edison 
plan that would tend to abolish spec¬ 
ulation. Even after the farmer had 
stored his products and obtained a 
loan from the Government, he would 
still be free to sell hlB products out¬ 
right to speculators. The fanner 
would have all the Inducements to sell 
that he has today, and speculators 
would have all the Inducements to 
buy. 

"Clearly, then, the Edison plan 
would not provide a money that Is 
sounder than gold money; It would 
not provide a money less subject to 
fluctuation In value; It would not en¬ 
able farmers to obtain larger loans 
than they can now obtain; It would 
not divorce agriculture from the 
banking system; and It would not 
eliminate speculation In farm prod¬ 
uct*.”

A totad of 354 fires have occurred 
in the National forests of California 
since January 1, according to report 
by District Forester Paul G. Reding- 
ton of the San Francisco office, Unit¬ 
ed States Forest Service. These fires 
burned over 10,500 acres of govern¬ 
ment land and 12,500 acres of private 
land within and adjacent to Federal 
forests. Over 80 per cent of the fires 
were discovered and extinguished by 
Forest service officials before they 
had covered over 10 acres each. 

Fifty per cent of the fires were 
man-caused, largely through the care¬ 
lessness of smokers and campers. 

Forty-four arrests for violation of 
State and Federal fire laws have been 
made by forest officers, and 37 con¬ 
victions secured.

For in happiness there is con¬ 
tentment and In contentment in 
America .here is safety for our insti¬ 
tutions. 

Every single banker should feel 
that the problems his farmer custom¬ 
ers have to contend with are not only 
the farmer's problems but his prob¬ 
lems as well. He should feel not only 
that the farmer must be 


prosperous 
so that he can deposit more in his 
bank, giving the banker more to loan 
and thereby increasing his profits, but 
that also there is something which 
cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. It is the thought of rendering 
such service to their customers—re¬ 
gardless of whether they are farmers, 
or men working In the shops, or big 
business men of the cities—that will 
bring not only prosperity but con¬ 
tentment as well. The banker should 
take as his motto: "Who serves best 
profits most.”

POMONA COLLEGE MEETS 

NEEDS OF THE REGION 


Important promotions and the cre¬ 
ation of new official positions in the 
traffic department of the Southern 
Pacific company, which recently were 
authorized by Wm. Sprouie, president, 
became effective Auk. 1. The changes 
are in line with the company’s desire 
to maintain the highest standard of 
transportation service, according to G. 
W. Luce, freight traffic manager, and 
Charles S. Fee, passenger traffic man¬ 
ager. 

F. S. McGinnis, general passenger 
agent, and 1 J. T. Saunders, general 
freight agent, at Los Angeles, as¬ 
sumed the positions of assistant pass¬ 
enger traffic manager and assistant 
freight traffic manager, respectively. 
Their headquarters remain in Los An¬ 
geles. Mr. McGinnis was succeeded 
as general passenger agent by F. E. 
Watson, who has been his assistant.

branches. 

During the coming year a new mem¬ 
ber of th e faculty of Pomona college 
will be Dr. William Newton, whose 
special department will be the lines 
of plant bacteriology, physiology, 
pathology and pomology. Dr. Newton 
is a graduate of McGill university, 
Montreal, Canada, from which he re 
ceived th e degree of B. S. He has 
done graduate work at Cambridge 
University, England, and th e Univer¬ 
sity of California, which conferred 
upon him the degree of M. S., and 
where he is now completing his work 
for th e degree of Ph. D. Mr. N ewton 
has specialized along the lines of 
agronomy, horticulture and plant 
physiology. 

Mr. Newton’s chief work has been 
in the line of extension and special 
research foi which he has most unus¬ 
ual qualifications. He is a deep stu¬ 
dent of the science of plant physiol- 
ogy, has hud abundant held experience 
and can appreciate the -ancher’s point 
of view. He combines to an unusual 
degre e the qualifications for teaching 
and research work with an ability to 
meet the rancher in the field of his 
p rue Gcal problems.

Rapid progress is now being made 
upon construction of the approaches 
to the new San Gabriel river bridge, 
according to the Monrovia Messenger. 
In addition to the force of men and 
teams heretofore at work on the 
grade, a large steam shovel and sev¬ 
eral dump trucks have been added 
to the force and rapid progress is ie 
ing made in grading that portion of 
the new roadway from the Bullock fill¬ 
ing station toward the new bridge. 

The new grade leaves the prese 
highway just far enough west of the 
Bullock filling station to miss the 
house, which it passes to the south in¬ 
stead of the north at present and 
curves across to the new bridge. Con¬ 
siderable filling will be required to 
place the new road upon the proper 
grade. On the >t side of the bridge 
the new road curves from the bridge 
to join the roadway at the point 
where it now turns east to pass 
through Azusa. 

A considerable camp of tent and 
board houses has been erected near 
the site of the old Foley camp which 
was used during the several months 
construction work upon the bridge it¬ 
self. The new approaches will be 
constructed of concrete similar to that 
used in building the swale between 
tile Bullock station and the Duarte 
corner, and it is probable that two 
months or more will be required in 
the work.
